of catching timber. 
It is about seven 
acres in extent. 
An action involving title to tin- 
island has been commenced in th** 
Miniieajiolis district court by Jeffer­ 
son I*. Saunders et a1, against the 
Minneapolis Loan aud TriiNt company. 
the Mitt lien a l is Doom company, F 
W. Backus & Co. and Nelson. Tenny 
Sc Co. 
The Jjoau and Trust conium v 
claims the island through a pre en.p- 
tioii light.

Some time before the Minne­ 
apolis 
Loan 
and 
Trust 
company 
brought an action against other claim ­ 
ants to quiet title to the island, biiL 
failing to show good title in itself, the 
action was dismissed. 
In that case 
facts were developed that induced the 
present suitor to seek to establish his 
claim. 
It is claimed that the pre-emp­ 
tion claim of the Loan and Trust com 
pauy is invalid because it was filed in 
tile land office of Minneapolis, which 
was in another district from St. An­ 
thony Falls, and the island being east 
of the channel of the river should have 
been pre-empted in the St. Anthony 
district. 
The sworn 
testimony of 
Anson Northup has been twice taken 
relative to the Ownership of the land, 
and develops an interesting state of 
facts. 
Being an old man. his testi­ 
mony was taken to tie preserved for 
future use, and his deposition was also 
taken at his home on Smith avenue a 
few days ago, to be read in evidence 
in Hie pending suit. 
Anson Northup

The records of the register of deeds 
at Minneapolis contain two deeds of 
the island made by Hiram Saunders to 
the defendant, Anson Northup.

He testified that at that time 
Franklin Steele was iii Washington 
citv and was negotiating a Male of

wanted Boom island, and wrote to 


1 hat effect to Northup. who in turn 
went to Parsons, the attorney named. 
Parsons drew up a deed for the island 
to Northup. signed the names of H i­ 
ram and Ellen Saunders thereto and 
got a man named Morgan to witness 
the signatures, and then sent the deed 
direct to 
rdeeie 
in 
Washington* 
Northup and Ben Gray l>oth swear 
that Saunders w'as in the woods 150 
miles from Minneapolis or on Long 
Prairie river driving logs for some 
weeks prior to and after th© date of 
the deed. 
Northup swears he saw 
Pal sons write the names of Saunders 
and his wife to the deed. 
He also 
testifies that when Saunders came to 
Minneapolis and learned that the deed 
had lieen made out. as stated, he 
threatened 
to 
prosecute 
Parsons. 
Northup states under oath that he had 
never had any legal title to the island, 
and never paid anything therefore.”

might seem commended with greater force 
to popular attention; but, under the cir 
cuinstances, the facts will have to statal 
upon the simple foundation of their own 
truth, with whatever support they may 
additionally derive from my assurances 
that I have entire confidence in the good 
faith at the persons making them known. 
The relation at inexplicable occurences 
uniformly associated in certain families 
with the demise at any of their members 
caused one gentleman present to speak of 
death itself se the greatest mystery of all, 
about which nobody could know anything 
except by personal experience, to which 
Dr. H. replied, “I’m not so sure about 
that.” He then went on to narrate the 
following:

The Icelandic lu xu ry tha t seems 
most popu lar among the'men is snu ff, 
and they have the m ost astonishing 
method of taking it yet discovered by 
man, with all t he ingenu ity tha t has 
been exercised in titillating the nerves 
of the nose with tobacco powder. The 
Icelander takes his snu ff from a horn 
—a small horn and crooked, not too 
crooked, bu t with one positive cu rve, 
as in the horn of a bu ll. The end of 
this horn is prepaied after the m an­ 
ner of the apex of a pepper box, the 
object being to provide a means of 
sifting (as one silts pepper) the snu ff 
from the horn. 
Now the Icelander clasps the horn 
firmly in his right hand, the large end 
next his little linger, and, in case of an 
extra large horn, extending beyond 
the hand.

Som e Early C arden Crops. 
Lettu ce is one of the first and most 
generally planted of the garden crops. 
Early cu rled .Silesia is one of the best 
of the very early varieties. Have the 
soil thorou ghly fined and rich, as a 
qu ick growth is necessary to 
make 
crisp, tender lettu ce. If manu re is 
u sed, have it well-fined and thorou gh­ 
ly incorporated wLrh the soil. Sow 
the seed in drills, one foot apart, and 
cover very lightly. Too deep cover­ 
ing will often cau se the seed to rot. if 
planted very early a light mu lch of 
clean wheat straw will help protect it 
and aid in making an early growth; it 
can he removed as soon as the weath­ 
er becomes warmer. I se seed enou gh 
for a good stand, and then if neces­ 
sary thin ou t after the plantscom eu p 
well. 
Radishes are hardy and will stand 
considerable cold withou t inju ry. 
In­ 
stead of u sing mu ch animal manu re 
get a su pply of well-rotted chip m a­ 
nu re, and after preparing the soil ap­ 
ply it as a top dressing and work into 
the soil with a good steel rake. Mark 
ou t the drills abou t a foot apart and 
abou t an inch deep; sow the seed 
evenly in the drills and cover care­ 
fu lly. Unless the soil is u nu su ally dry, 
with the early planting, it is not gen­ 
erally best to firm the soil after sow­ 
ing the seed. W ith both radish and 
lettu ce it is a good plan to drop two 
or three seed of some early variety of 
cabbage, either early Jersey, W .ike- 
field or early W inningstadt every two 
feet in every other row. By the time 
the cabbage plants will need the room 
the other crops can l» e harvested, and, 
as no transplanting is needed, the 
cabbAge will m atu re a little earlier. 
The tu rnip vnrietiee, either white or 
red, will be ready to u se first, and can 
n**ariy always be planted for the 
earliest 
crop. 
fl he 
half 
long, 
like French 
breakfast,, 
or 
olive- 
shfl|» ed. come next. Spinach, dande­ 
lion or chicory for greens can also be 
planted 
very 
early. 
Asparagu s 
chicory is higtdy recommended for 
greens, and as any of these are easily 
grown it will pay to sow u few rows as 
soon as the soil ran be worked into a 
good tilth. With onions tha t are to 
be grown from seed an« l beets tha t it 
is desired to have come in early, a 
good plan U to sow the seed in a hot- 
bed early, and then when the plants

In a test report, it was found that 
in twenty samples submitted from as 
many sources, that the 
water con­ 
tents of the cream varied all the way 


would give the first sample forty-three 
percent, butter fat, and 
the 
last 
nineteen per cent. The dairyman who 
sold the seventy-one per cent, kind of 
cream based ou butter value, needed 
over twice as much as his cream was 
worth as compared with tlie other. 
Of course the cream, if mixed, w ould 
show so much butter, and the two 
milks divided would make each cream 
equally valuable by the balance of 
errors. 
This “ guessing,” with test-tubes and 
methods of testing, will not do justice. 
The churn is what we must fall back 
upon for butter. The acid test will 
point out our shortcomings ami the 
I Aults of the churn, but until it is 
churned, the quart of cream is an un­ 
known qnantity of butter. 


Hand ling Colts. 
Fear of spoiling is the great bugbear 
raised by certain men who put off ail 
thought of education until the celt ;s 
four or five years old. Fear of weak 
constitution is the reason given for 
letting the colts warm themselves on 
inanure-piles, and live on straw, be­ 
cause of which hundieds of colts go to 
pasture in the spring in poor condi­ 
tion, and without having made any 
growth. 
Is it any wonder that such men 
complain that horse-breediug doesn’t 
pay? The first year of the colt’s life 
should be fruitful of instruction. The 
colt will learn more easily when six 
months old than when a year old. 
It 
also can be controlled .more easily. 
Hence it is wise to huddle- the colt 
early. 
Its early training should not stop 
with breaking to halter. It should be 
handled until any part of its body or 
limbs can be rubbed; until it is ac­ 
customed to the bri lie, and until it 
will drive as well as lead. To teach it 
ail this and to keep it from forgetting 
what it has learned, is a little trouble, 
but i! the colt is of good stock, the ; 
trouble is well paid for. 
Practice a 
little common sen*e with the young 
stock, and notice the high rate of in­ 
terest coming back to you as the 
result of the investment. 
Instead of 
crying out against an industry the 
wheels of which we have been tricing 
by poor practices, let us get out of tlie 
way. or turn to better methods.

With nearly everyone that grows 
potatoes, more esj» eciafly for home 
u se, it is qu ite an item to have a t least 
a few that will CO me in very early. 
New potatoes and peas make an ap­ 
petizing dish, and if the potatoes are 
ready to u se by the time the peas can 
be grown a little extra care will need 
to be given. One of tiie most im port­ 
ant things is good seed of some of the 
best of the early varieties. Almost 
every year there are more or Jess new 
J varieties brou ght ou t that areclaimed 
to be very mu ch earlier than any­ 
thing ever introdu ced before; bu t in a 
m ajority of cases after a trial a large 
proportion of these prove ot no es­ 
pecial valu e. One of the l>est of the 
early varieties is the early su nrise, it 
being a few days earlier u nder the 
same conditions of growth than the 
early rose or the beau ty of Hebron.

The Boomerang . 
• 
Three years ago I lived close to an 
aboriginal camp in New Sou th Wales. 
This camp was only abou t two hu n­ 
dred yards from ou r settlement, and it 
was my daily cu stom to walk over to 
the mooring, as they called it, and 
stu dy the habits of the blackfeilows, 
as the original natives of Au stralia 
are called. 
I was natu rally more interested in 
the boomerang than in any other of 
their weapons, and with a little prac­ 
tice soon learned to throw it. In the 
langu age of this tribe, the Wong-ei- 
Long, which is situ ated in the Bogan 
River region, the boomerang is called 
a womern. 
I shall therefore call it a womera. 
The womera is mado from what is 
technically known as an “elbow” 
from the ku rrawu ng tree, and some­ 
times from the yarranand mvall trees. 
All of these trees belong to the acacia 
tribe, and have sweet-scented woods. 
The blackfellow, having fou nd a 
su itable elbow, chops it ou t of the 
tree, and, as it is generally too heavy 
to carry home, trim s it on the spot in­ 
to tiie rou gh ou tline of the forthcom­ 
ing weapon. 
After two hou rs* labor the womera 
will be redu ced to three or fou r pou nds 
weight, bu t it is still a long way from 
being a finished weapon. As it now 
appears it is a flat, heavy clu b, longer 
and thinner a t one arm than a t the 
other. The 
black 
is a decidedly 
lazy specimen of the hu man species, 
and he will as o ten 
as not lay 
aside his u ncompleted weapon for a 
week or perhaps a lou ger period. 
When he resu mes work the wood will 
have become hard and dry, and con­ 
sequ ently difficu lt to work u pon, bu t 
it never occu rs to him tha t he is now 
paying for his former indolence. Time, 
however, is of little or no consequ ence 
to the black. 
After some paring down the weapon 
is charred all over, and this part of

condition. A few hills planted in this 
way, if given good care, will be ready 
for the table in not over ten weeks 
from the time the seed is planted, but 
every advantage must be taken to 
give a favorable condition for growth 
us possible.

Where farmers have gone intelligent­ 
ly into the handling of small flocks of 
sheep they have usually procured such 
results that it has been an object les­ 
son to their neighbors nnd induced 
them to do likewise.

S o m e Early Carden 
C ro p s--E a rly 
P o ta to e s —A Quart of C ream -*

S o m e Early Garden Crops. 
Lettuce is one of the first and m ost 
generally planted of the garden crops. 
Early curled Silesia is one of the best 
of the very early varieties. Have the 
soil thoroughly fined and rich, as a 
quick growth is necessary to 
make 
crisp, tender lettuce. If manure is 
used, have it well-fined and thorough­ 
ly incorporated with the soil. Sow 
the seed in drills, one loot apart, and 
cover very lightly. Too deep cover­ 
ing will often cause the seed to rot. If 
planted very early a light mulch of 
clean wheat straw will help protect it 
and aid in making an early growth; it 
can be removed as soon as the weath­ 
er becomes warmer. I se seed enough 
for a good stand, aud then if neces­ 
sary thin out after the plantscom eup 
w’ell. 
Radishes are hardy and will stand 
considerable cold without injury. 


M agic Eggs. 
Blow' Hie substance out of an egg 
through as small a hole as possible. 
When the interior shall be perfectly 
dry fill it about one-quarter full of 
fine sand, then close the 
opening 
dexterously w ith white wax, so th at it 
appears like An ordinary egg. 
The next time boiled eggs are served 
for breakfast place amongst them, on 
the sly, your prepared one. And th at 
is the one you must take to put in 
your eggcup. Tell the family th a t 
your egg is a very obedient little 
fellow, and th at he will hold himself 
in any position desiied. In fact, you 
can 
show 
them 
th a t 
your egg 
can balance 
itself 
on the handle 
of a knits, 
stand on 
the 
edge 
of a bottle, etc., etc., etc., whether you 
put it on its point or give it an oblique 
position, which last case will 
very cont ran,' to the laws of equili­ 
brium. Ail th at is required to make 
this trick successful is to shake the 
egg slightly in the position which you 
desire it to keep. The sand will be­ 
come compact and take a horizontal 
level, permitting the egg, in this man­ 
ner ballasted, to remain fixed in a 
position of stable equilibrium. 
You may prepare another shell by 
putting into it some shot mixed with 
tiny pieces of scaling wax. 
Heat the 


In­ 
stead of using much animal manure 
get a supply of well-rotted chip m a­ 
nure, and after preparing the soil ap­ 
ply it as a top dressing and work into 
the soil with a good steel rake. Mark 
out tile drills about a foot ap art and 
about an inch deep; sow the seed 
evenly in the drills and cover care­ 
fully. Unless the soil is unusually dry, 
with the early planting, it is not gen­ 
erally best to firm the soil after sow­ 
ing the feed. W ith both radish and 
lettuce it is a good plan to drop two 
or three seed of some early variety of 
cabbage, either early Jersey, Wake­ 
field or early W inningstadt every two 
feet iii every other row'. By the time 
the cabbage plants will need the room 
the other crops can be harvested, and, 
as no transplanting is needed, the 
cabbage will m ature a little earlier. 
The turnip varieties, either white or 
red, will be ready to use first, and can 
nearly always be planted for the 
earliest 
crop. 
The 
half 
long, 
like French 
breakfast,, 
or 
olive* 
shaped, come next. Spinach, dande­ 
lion or chicory for gr eens can also he 
planted 
very 
early. 
Asparagus 
chicory is highly recommended for 
greens, and as any of these are easily 
grow n it will pay to sow a few rows as 
soon as the soil can be worked into a 
good tilth. With onions th a t are to 
begrown from seed and beets th a t it 
is desired to have come in early, a 
good plan is to sow the seed in a hot­ 
bed early, and then when the plants 
make a fair sta rt to grow, transplant 
in the open ground. With both of 
these in many eases a good applica- 
I tion of wood ashes given as a top 
: dressing just before the plants are set 
I out will be found beneficial. 
Any of these can be sown a t any- 
I time now when the soil can be pro per - 
I ly prepared. While earliness is quite 
I an item there is no advantage in sow- 
! ins or planting when the soil is so wet 
th a t it will not work readily, and 
seem j while all of these vegetables will with­ 
stand considerable cold, still a quick, 
vigorous growth is necessary to Hie 
best results. 


Just as many different, amounts of 
butter as there are quarte of cream. 
It all depends, first upon the cow th at 
gave the milk, the kind of machine, or 
plan of setting, the temperature in 
which the milk ieeet, whether in a wa­ 
ter or air-bath, and how long it sets. 
In a test report, it was found th a t 
in twenty samples subm itted from as 
many sources, th a t the water con­ 
tents of the cream varied all the way 
from fifty up to seventy-one per cent., 
no two being exactly alite. This 
would give the first sample forty-three 
per cent, butter fat, and 
the 
last 
nineteen per cent. The dairym an who 
sold the seventy-one per cent, kind of 
cream based on butter value, needed 
over twice as much as his cream was 
worth as compared with the other. 
Of course the cream, if mixed, w ould 
show so much butter, and the two 
milks divided would make each cream 
equally valuable by the balance of 
errors. 
This “guessing,” with test-tubes and 
methods of testing, will notdo justice. 
The churn is what we must fall back 
upon for butter. The acid test will 
{ 
joint out our shortcomings and the 
aults of the chum, but until it is 
churned, the quart of cream is an un­ 
known qnantity of butter.

H a n d l i n g C o lts. 
Fear of spoiling is the great bugbear 
raised by certain men who put off all 
thought of education until the colt ’a 
four or five years old. Fear of weak 
constitution is the reason given for 
letting the colts warm themselves on 
manure-piles, and live on straw , be­ 
cause of which hundreds of colts go to 
pasture in the spring in poor condi­ 
tion, and without having made any 
growth. 
Is it any wonder th a t such men 
omplain th a t horae-breeding doesn’t 
pay? The first year of the colt’s life 
should be fruitful of instruction. The 
coit will learn more easily when six 
m onths old than when a year old. It 
also can be controlled .more easily. 
Hence it is wise to haifdfo the colt 
early. 
Its early' training should not stop 
w ith breaking to halter. It should be 
handled until any part of its body or 
limbs can be rubbed; until it is ac­ 
customed to the bridie, and until it 
will drive as well as lead. To teach it 
ail this and to keep it from forgetting 
what it has learned, is a little trouble, 
but if the colt is of good stock, the 
trouble is well paid for. 
Practice a 
little common sense with the young 
stock, and notice the high rate of in­ 
terest coming back to you as the 
result of the investment. 
Instead of 
crying out against an industry the 
wheels of which we have been trigging 
by poor practices, let us get out of tile 
way. or turn to better methods.

ant things is good seed of some of the 
best of the early varieties. Almost 
every year there are more or less new 
varieties brought out th a t areclaimed 
to be very much earlier than any­ 
thing ever introduced before; but in a 
m ajority of cases after a trial a large 
proportion of these prove of no es­ 
pecial value. Cine of the best of the 
early varieties is the early sunrise, it 
being a few days earlier under the 
same conditions of growth than tile 
early rose or the beauty of Hebron. 
A warm, sandy loam th a t is stirred 
deep and is well drained and reason­ 
ably rich is the best soil in which to i 
grow early potatoes. If manure is 
used it should be thoroughly rotted 
and 
fined, 
and

Run 
out the furrows 
reasonably 
deep, using a good single shovel 
plough. It will save labor to take 
pains to run out good-sized furrows. 
With a wheel barrow or hand-cart 
bring a quantity of fresh mnnurefrom 
the hoise stable and put a cocci fork­ 
ful into the bottom of the furrow 
where the hill of potatoes is to be 
planted; put it 
into

compact 
little pile, as the object in using it is to 
secure a email am ount of heat and al­ 
so a thorough drainage. Over this 
put at least an inch of fine'rich soil 
and then plant the potato on this, 
and cover a t least 4 inches deep. If 
the seed is handled carefully it will 
help a little if the seed is sprouted 
before planting; but if this is done, 
very careful handling m ust be given 
in order not to bruise or injure the 
sprouts or more injury will be done 
than benefit derived. Good drainage 
on each side of the hill must be given 
in order to induce a good germination 
and a vigorous sta rt to grow. 
Thorough 
cultivation 
from the 
start m ust be given, keeping the Roil 
clear of weedsand in a loose, mellow 
condition. A few hills planted in this 
way, if given good care, will be ready 
for the table in not over ten weeks 
from the time the seed is planted, but 
every advantage m ust be taken to 
give a favorable condition for growth 
as possible. 


H o w t o C a t c h a R u n a w a y H o rs e . 
Most persons, when trying to stop a 
runaway horse merely add to the pan­ 
ic which has caused the beast to take 
to his heels. Don’t stand in the middle 
of the road, and throw up your hands 
and shout. No one ever saw a real 
runaway stopped by such tactics. 
Don’t stand on the side of the road 
and yell to the horse to stop. That 
will merely cause him to be more 
frightened than before. 
As you see the horse coming, sta it 
to run as fast as you can in the same 
direction the horse is taking; when he 
catches up with you, and before he 
passes—horses 
don’t 
go with the 
rapidity of a bullet from a gun, even 
when 
running aw ay—jump for his j

P r o f it In S m a ll F lo c k s o f S h e e p . 
A practical sheep raiser thinks there 
is more money in sheep than formerly. 
Writing for the Southern Farm he 
says: 
Where farmers have gone intelligent­ 
ly into the handling of small flocks of 
sheep t hey have usually procured such 
results th a t it has been an object les­ 
son to their neighbors and induced 
them to do likewise. This is wily so 
many small flocks now are to be seen 
all over the country than was thecase 
a few years ago. To carry a small 
flock in connection with the diversfied 
industries ol tile farm, and in order to 
still further diversify them, is a wise 
policy, and we hope to see it more 
generally adopted. No branch of the 
live stock business can be made more 
profitable in a small way, nor will re­ 
turn more for the capital and labor 
invested. One reason for this is th a t 
there 
are 
so 
many 
channels 
through which the revenue comes. 
There is the rapid natural increase of 
the Hock; the annual proceeds from 
the sale of wool; the food value; the 
enrichment of the land; and their 
services in clearing land, which is a ’i- 
ways worth considering, because they 
are the best weed exterm inators in 
the world. Another reason why sheep 
are more profitable than they were in 
the past is because the average weight 
of the fleece produced in the United 
States now is double what it was 34 
years ago, and along with this gain in 
the fleece has been alm ost a propor­ 
tionate increase in the size of the 
carcass and the quality of the meat. 
It is these high-class features th a t 
have made tho business more profit­ 
able and more attractive than it was 
in the past, and developement along 
the same lines will do as much for 
auy branch of agriculture.

P r a c t i c a l H in ts . 
A long-handled shovel, which can be 
used without stooping, saves the back 
of the man who uses it. 
Any hour when no other work is 
pressing can be put into advantage in 
forking over the manure heap. 
If not already done cover over your 
straw berry bed with straw to remain 
and protect the fruit from tbeground. 
Set out your neiv currant plantation 
as soon as the condition of the ground 
will permit. 
Economy is the proper term for 
good farming. Save the littles all 
around. Chips will make as good fire 
while they last as big cord wood 
P u t your sawdust around your cur­ 
ran t and gooseberry bushes. 
They 
need good manure also and will 
for it. 
In setting out trees, shrubs, berry 
plant s, berry bushes or flowers, be sure 
you leave no open interstices under 
the roots; make sure th a t the soil 
touches the roots at every point. 
Cultivating the ground for flowers 
and delicate early vegetables can be 
better accomplished by a four-tined 
spading fork than with a spade. 
Visit a nursery and see how spades 
may be kept bright. The digging up of 
trees needs the very best kind of a 
tool. Few farmers have a good spade, 
and a less number keep it bright and 
sharp. 
The winter winds often pile up the 
leaves of the woods so th at they m ay 
be easily gathered and used for beti­ 
ding down live stock when straw is 
scarce.

The school Board Wins.

How It Happened. 
From the Detroit Record ana the 
Staple* World we gleam the follow­ 
ing faot* in regard to the accident at 
Lake Park, by which Engineer Carr 
ost his life; 
Lake Park was the acone of a dis­ 
astrous railroad 
wreck yesterday 
Thursday) morning, with the result 
that several persons are badly injured, 
one, an engineer, seriously; three en- 
inee off the track, two of them badly 
emolished, and the third badly dis­ 
abled. 
t° toe blizzard which 
prevailed on Wednesday, business on 
the Northern Pacific was suspended. 
The west bound passenger, No. I, 
which was due here at one o’clock on 
Thursday morning, arrived at 4:30 a. 
rn., haring received orders to meet a 
snow plow, whish had started out from 
Fargo, at this place. Tho mow plow 
crow had also received orders to run 
to Lake Park and meet No. I. The 
snow clearing outfit consisted of an 
old-time anow-bucker, two engines 
and a caboose. As the road was bad­ 
ly drifted both engines were working 
at their greatest capacity, and the en­ 
gineers did not know where they were 
until the conductor gave the signal to 
stop, as they were crossing the west 
switches. The passenger crew saw 
the approaching danger and at once 
began backing, but had only gone a 
few rods when the collision occurred. 
The fireman on the passenger engine 
told the engineer to jump, and at once 
did so himself, aud escaped with slight 
injury. But the engineer remained 
at his post and was badly cut and 
scalded. The engineer and fireman 
on the snow plow were both caught 
in the wreck and quite severely in­ 
jured. It seems almost miraculous 
that so few were injured, and that 
there was no loss of lifer as the cabs 
of both engines were telescoped and 
driven against the faces of the boilers. 
The mail car also was badly wrecked, 
and the mail'derk narrowly escaped 
death. The three engines were badly 
broken; the tender of Carr’s engine 
was throw upon the cab; the tender 
trucks were driven uiider the baggage 
oar, and not a fragment of the snow 
plow could be found. Engineer Kapp 
knew nothing of the danger until he 
felt the crash. His orders gave him 
a clear track and it was impossible to 
see ahead or to either side. 
He was 
badlyshaken up and injured internal­ 
ly. He is being cared for at his home 
in this place. His fireman, Joe Flood, 
was cut about tho hood but was ablo 
to walk when brought here.

T uesday, March 8. 


SENATE. 
The senate declined, by a vote of 19 to 38. 
to Hrike out section* 7 and 8 o f the pure 
food bill. 
Section 9 was stricken out. 
Tbe senate passed bills appropriating 
$309,000 for a public buib’ing at Spokane 
Fall, Wash.; and appropriating $275,000 for 
the construction o f two United S;ate* rev­ 
enue cutters for services on the great lakes. 
The senate went into executive session t 
consider the arbitration treaty receiv „<l 
irom the president. It called forth consid­ 
erable discussion which extended over an 
hour. 
On motion it was referred back to 
the Foreign relations committee. 
Senator Stanford introduced a bill to in­ 
crease tbe duty on opium to $5 a pound. 


HOUSE. 
Mr. McMillin of Tennessee gave notice in 
th e house that he would call up lor consid­ 
eration the tree wool-till. 
The house comm ittee on m ilitary affairs 
alter hearing Gen. Merritt today, ordered 
a favorable report on the bill for the estab­ 
lishm ent of a military post at Helena, 
Mont. 
The measure was reported with an 
am endm ent reducing the appropriation 
for the proi>osed po-t from 
$300,000 
to 
$100,000.

In the seriate Mr. Hale, acting chairm an 
of the naval committee, ref*>rted a bill to 
increase the navy.

T «KINO SNUFF IN ICELAND. 


T h e N a tiv e s U s e a S o r t o f P e p p e r 
B o x t o G e t It In to T h eir N o s e s . 
The Icelandic luxury th a t seems 
most popular among the'men is snuff, 
and they have the most astonishing 
method of taking it yet discovered by 
man, with all the ingenuity th a t has 
been exercised in titillating the nerves 
of the nose with tobacco powder. The 
Icelander takes his snuff from a horn 
—a small horn and crooked, not too 
crooked, but with one positive curve, 
as in the horn of a bull. The end of 
this horn is prepared after the m an­ 
ner of the apex of a pepper box, the 
object being to provide a means of 
sifting (as one sifts pepper) the snuff 
from the horn. 
Now the Icelander clasps the horn 
firmly in his right hand, the large end 
next his little linger, and, in case of an 
extra large horn, extending beyond 
the hand. This brings the little end 
of the horn bet ween the thum b and 
fore-finger, the nozzle pointing up­ 
ward. The iittle end of the horn is in­ 
serted in the nose and shaken, while 
the nose perforins its own office in 
snuffing with a vigor corresponding to 
the anxiety of the proprietor. This 
may seem to be a difficult as well as 
a delicate operation, but it is not, for 
it has been done by a man riding at 
full speed.—Pearson s Weekly.

This camp was only about two hun­ 
dred yards from our settlement, and it 
was my daily custom to w’alk over to 
the mooring, as they called it, and 
study the habits of the blackfeilows, 
as the original natives of Australia 
are called. 
I was naturally more interested in 
the boomerang than in any other of 
their weapons, and with a little prac­ 
tice soon learned to throw it. 
In the 
language of this tribe, the Wong-ei- 
bong, which is situated in the Bogan 
River region, the boomerang is called 
a womera. 
I shall therefore call it a womera. 
The womera is mado from what is 
technically known as an “elbow” 
from the kurrawung tree, and some­ 
times from the yarran and myall trees. 
All of these trees belong to the acacia 
tribe, and have sw’eet-scented woods. 
The blackfellow, having found a 
suitable elbow*, chops it out of the 
tree, and, as it is generally too heavy 
to carry home, trims it on the spot in­ 
to the rough outline of the forthcom­ 
ing weapon. 
After two hours’ labor the womera 
will be reduced to three or four pounds 
weight, but it is still a long way from 
being a finished weapon. As it now 
appears it is a flat, heavy club, longer 
and thinner at one arm than a t the 
other. The 
black 
is a decidedly 
lazy specimen of the human species, 
and he w*ill as often 
as not lay 
aside his uncompleted weapon for a 
week or perhaps a longer period. 
When he resumes work the wood will 
have become hard and dry, and con­ 
sequently difficult to work upon, but 
it never occurs to him th a t he is now 
paying for his former indolence. Time, 
however, is of little or no consequence 
to the black. 
After some paring down the weapon 
is charred all over, and this p art of 


the work is quite skillfully done, no 
one part being more burned than an­ 
other. The charcoal is chipped off, 
and the blackfellow then licks the 
weapon all over with his tongue, and 
places it in a smoky fire of green 
boughs, which warms it and makes it 
quite pliable.—Art bur How let t Coates, 
in March St. Nicholas.

Blow the substance out of an egg 
through as small a hole as possible. 
When the interior shall be perfectly 
dry fill it about one-quarter full of 
fine sand, then close the 
opening 
dexterously w ith white wax, so that it 
appears like an ordinary egg. 
The next time boiled eggs are served 
for breakfast place amongst them, on 
the sly, your prepared one. And th a t 
is the one you must take to put in 
your egg-cup. Tell the family th a t 
your egg is a very obedient little 
fellow*, and th at he will hold himself 
in any position desiied. In fact, you 
can 
show 
them 
th a t 
your egg 
can balance 
itself 
on the handle 
of 
a knife, 
stand on 
the 
edge 
of a bottle, etc., etc., etc., whether you 
put it on its point or giveit an oblique 
position, which last case will seem 
very contrary to the laws of equili­ 
brium. 
All that is required to make 
this trick successful is to shake the 
egg slightly in the position which you 
desire it to keep. The sand will be­ 
come compact and take a horizontal 
level, permitting the egg, in this m an­ 
ner ballasted, to remain fixed in a 
position of stable equilibrium. 
You may prepare another shell by 
putting into it some shot mixed with 
tiny pieces of sealing wax. 
Heat the 
whole on a stove, holdingthe egg in an 
upright position. The wax melts and 
with tHe snot forms a small mass at 
the bottom of the egg. 
I#et it cool, 
keeping it in a perfectly vertical po­ 
sition. Then close the hole w ith white 
wax and you will have an egg which 
will refuse to take any but one posi­ 
tion. This one you will call the dis­ 
obedient egg.

It “could he h otter” in Detroit 
than in Equatorial Africa, in the in­ 
terior, and it often is. 
The nights in the torrid zone fre­ 
quently are cold. 
Travelers sleep, 
right over the equator, under a quilt 
and a pair of blankets. The author 
of “The Greatest Tiling in the W orld” 
says th at during the hottest montn 
in central Africa thermometer never 
registed above 96 degrees. 
He gives the reason, and with one 
who know’s physical geography there 
is no question about it. 
The interior ot Equatorial Africa is 
not low land, not a steaming jungle 
as is commonly supposed; the land 
rises as you go in from the coast, 
plateau on plateau, until it is from 
three to five thousand feet above sea 
level, and we all know* th at with every 
300 feet of ascent the thermometer 
falls a d e g r e e . ____ 
B rea th .

The London Spectator, in an article 
on Cromwell says: “There is no other 
name m the long and splendid history 
of our race, unless it be th a t of Lin­ 
coln, which can claim more respect for 
wisdom, for true patriotism, for duti­ 
fulness in its highest sense.” 


S o m e E a rly C a rd en C ro p s. 
Lettuce is one of the first and most 
generally planted of the garden crops. 
Early curled Silesia is one of the best 
of the very early varieties. Have the 
soil thoroughly fined and rich, as a 
quick growth is necessary to 
make 
crisp, tender lettuce. 
If manure is 
used, have it well-fined and thorough­ 
ly incorporated with the soil. Sow 
the seed in drills, one loot apart, and 
cover very lightly. Too deep cover­ 
ing will often cause the seed to rot. If 
planted very early a light mulch of 
clean wheat straw will help protect it 
and aid in making an early growth; it 
can he removed as soon as the weath­ 
er becomes warmer. 
Fse seed enough 
for a good stand, and then if neces­ 
sary thin out after the plants come up 
well. 
Radishes are hardy and will stand 
considerable cold without injury. 
In­ 
stead of using much animal manure 
get a supply of well-rotted chip m a­ 
nure, and after preparing the soil ap­ 
ply it as a top dressing and work irito 
the soil with a good steel rake. 
Mark 
out the drills about a foot ap art and 
about an inch deep; sow the seed 
evenly in the drills and cover care­ 
fully. Euless the soil is unusually dry, 
with the early planting, it is not gen­ 
erally best to firm the soil after sow­ 
ing t he seed. With both radish and 
lettuce it is a good plan to drop two 
or three seed of some early variety of 
cabbage, either early Jersey, Wake­ 
field or early Winningstadt every two 
feet in every other row. By the time 
the cabbage plants will need the room 
the other crops can be Harvested, and, 
as no transplanting is needed, the 
cabbage will mature a little earlier. 
The turnip varieties, either white or 
red, will be ready to use first, and can 
nearly always be planted for the 
earliest 
crop. 
The 
half 
long, 
like French 
breakfast,, 
or 
olive*' 
shaped, come next. SpinAch, dande­ 
lion or chicory for greens can also be 
planted 
very 
early. 
Asparagus 
chicory is highly recommended for 
greens, and as any of these are easily 
grown it wili pay to sow a few rows as 
soon as the soil can be worked into a 
good tilth. With onions th a t are to 
be grown from seed and beets th a t it 
is desired to have come in early, a 
good plan is to sow the seed in a hot­ 
bed early, aftd then when the plants 
make a lair start to grow, transplant 
in the open ground. With both of 
these in many cases a good applica­ 
tion ot wood ashes given as a top 
dressing just before the plants are set 
out will be found beneficial. 
Any of these can be sown at any­ 
time now when the soil can be proj>er- 
ly prepared. While earliness is quite 
an item there is no advantage in sow­ 
ing or planting when the soil is so wet 
th a t it will not work readily, and 
while all of these vegetables will with­ 
stand considerable cold, still a quick, 
vigorous growth is necessary to the 
best results. 


E arly P o ta to e s . 
With nearly everyone th at grows 
potatoes, more esjiecially for home 
use, it is quite an item to have at least 
a few th at will come in very early. 
New potatoes nr.d peas make an a p ­ 
petizing dish, and if the potatoes are 
ready to use by the time the peas can 
be grown a little extra care will need 
to be given. One of the most im port­ 
ant things is good seed of some of the 
best of the early varieties. Almost 
every year there are more or less new 
varieties brought out th at areclaimed 
to be very much earlier than any­ 
thing ever introduced before; but in a 
majority of cases after a trial a large 
proportion of these prove ot no es­ 
pecial value. One of the best of the 
eurly varieties is the early sunrise, it 
being a few days earlier under the 
same conditions of growth than the 
early rose or the beauty of Hebron. 
A warm, sandy loam th a t is stirred 
deep and is well drained and reason­ 
ably rich ia the be t soil in which to 
grow early potatoes. 
If manure is 
used it should be thoroughly rotted 
and 
fined, 
and 
then 
be well 
incorporated 
with 
the 
soil 
Run 
out the furrows 
reasonably 
deep, using a good single 
shovel 
plough. 
It will save labor to take 
pains to run out good-sized furrows. 
With a wheel barrow or hand-cart 
bring a quantity of fresh manure from 
the horse stable and put a gooff fork­ 
ful into the bottom of the furrow 
where the hill of potatoes is to be 
planted; put it 
into 
a 
compact 
little pile, as the object in usingit isto 
secure a small amount ot heat and al­ 
so a thorough drainage. Over this 
put at least an inch of fine*rich soil 
and then plant the potato on this, 
and cover at least 4 inches deep. 
If 
the seed is handled carefully it will 
help a lit tie if the seed is sprouted 
before planting; but if this is done, 
very careful handling must be given 
in order not to bruise or injure tlie 
sprouts or more injuiy will be done 
than benefit derived. Good drainage 
on each side of the hill must be given 
in order to induce a good germination 
and a vigorous sta rt to grow. 
Thorough 
cultivation 
from the 
start must be given, keeping the soil 
clear of weedsand in a loose, mellow 
condition. A few hills planted in this 
way, if given good care, will be ready 
for tho table in not over ten weeks 
from the time the seed is planted, but 
every advantage must be taken to 
give a favorable condition for growth 
as possible. 


P r o fit In S m a ll F lo c k s of S h e e p . 
A practical sheep raiser thinks there 
is more money in sheep than formerly. 
Writing for the Southern Farm he 
says: 
Where farmers have gone intelligent­ 
ly into the handling of small flocks of 
sheep they have usually procured such 
results that it has been an object les­ 
son to their neighbors and induced 
them to do likewise. This is why so 
many small flocks now are to be seen 
all over tHe country than was thecase 
a few years ago. To carry a small 
flock in connection with the diversfied 
industries of the farm, and in order to 
still further diversify them, is a wise 
policy, and we hope to see it more 
generally adopted. No branch of the 
live stock business can be made more 
profitable in a small way, nor will re­ 
turn more for the capital and labor 
invested. One reason for this is th at 
there 
are 
so 
many 
channels 
through which the revenue comes. 
There is the rapid natural increase of 
the rlock; the annual proceeds from 
the sale of wool; the food value; the 
enrichment of the land; and their 
services in clearing land, which is al­ 
ways worth considering, because they 
are the best weed exterminators in 
the world. Another reason why sheep 
are more profitable than they were in 
the past is because the average weight 
of the fleece produced in the United 
States now* is double what it was 34 
years ago, and along with this gain in 
the fleece has been almost a propor­ 
tionate increase in the size of the 
carcass and the quality of the meat. 
It is these high-class features th at 
have made tho business more profit­ 
able and more attractive than it was 
in the past, and developement along 
the same lines will do as much for 
any branch of agriculture. 


A O u a rt o f C ream , 
“How much butter will a quart of 
cream make?” is asked. 


Just as maay different, amounts of 
butier as there are quarts of cream. 
It all depends, first upon the cow th a t 
gave the milk, tho kind of machine, or 
plan of setting, the temperature in 
w hich the milk is set, whether in a wa­ 
ter or air-bath, and how long it sets. 
In a test report, it was found th a t 
in twenty samples submitted from as 
many sources, th a t the 
water con­ 
tents of the cream varied all the way 
from fifty up to seventy-one per cent., 
no two being 
exactly alike. This 
would give the first sample forty-three 
per cent, butter fat, and 
the 
last 
nineteen percent. The dairyman who 
sold the seventy-one per cent, kind of 
cream based on butter value, needed 
over twice as much as his cream was 
worth as compared with the other. 
Of course the cream, if mixed, w ould 
show so much butter, and the two 
milks divided would make each cream 
equally valuable by the balance of 
errors. 
This “guessing,” with test-tubes and 
methods of testing, will not do justice. 
The churn is what we must fail back 
upon for butter. Tho acid test will 
point out our shortcomings and the 
faults of the churn, but uutil it is 
churned, the quart of cream is an un­ 
known qnantity of butter. 


H a n d lin g C o lts. 
Fear of spoiling is the great bugbear 
raised by certain men who put off all 
thought of education until the colt *s 
four or five years old. Fear of weak 
constitution is the reason given for 
letting the colts warm themselves on 
xnanure-piles, and live on straw, be­ 
cause of which hundreds of colts go to 
pasture in the spring in poor condi­ 
tion, and without having made any 
growth. 
Is it any wonder th a t such men 
••omplnin th a t horse-breeding doesn’t 
pay? The first year of the colt's life 
should be fruitful of instruction. The 
colt will learn more easily when six 
months old than when a year old. 
It 
also can be controlled more easily. 
Hence it is wise to luuldfe- the colt 
early. 
Its early training should not stop 
with breaking to halter. 
It should be 
handled until any part of its body or 
limbs can be rubbed; until it is ac­ 
customed to the bridle, and until it 
will drive as well as lead. To teach it 
ail this and to keep it from forgetting 
what it has learned, is a little trouble, 
but if the colt is of good stock, the 
trouble is well paid for. 
Practice a 
little common sense with tHe young 
stock, and notice the high rate of in­ 
terest coming back to you as the 
result of the investment. 
Instead of 
crying out auainst an industry the 
wheels of which we have been trigging 
by poor practices, let us get out of the 
way, or turn to better methods. 


H ow to C a tc h a R u n a w a y H o rse . 
Most persons, when trying to stop a 
runaway horse merely add to the pan­ 
ic which has caused the beast to take 
to his heels. Don’t stand in the middle 
of the road, and throw up your hands 
and shout. No one ever saw a real 
runaway stopped by such tactics. 
Don’t stand on the side of the road 
and yell to the horse to atop. T hat 
will merely cause him to be more 
frightened than before. 
As you see the horse coming, stait 
to run as fast as you can in the same 
direction the horse is taking; when he 
catches up with you, and before he 
passes—horses 
don’t 
go with the 
rapidity of a bullet from a gun, even 
when 
running aw ay—jump for his j 
bridle-rein, and hold to it running ! 
along all the while as fast possible. ! 
The check thus given by the pull on 
the bit will almost always stop a run- ! 
away. If you are on horseback you 
can do this with ease and very little 
danger; for, in this instance, your j 
horse is running, and you have all 
your strength to give to the run­ 
away. 


F a rm w o rk fo r W in ter. 
It was one advantage of the old- 
time system of farmwork that it made 
plenty for the farmer to do in winter. 
If nothing else there was at least al­ 
ways the clearing o! the forest and its 
preparation for cultivation to be 
done. 
It did not pay much, but it in­ 
creased the value of the farm, and so 
indirectly gave better wages than one 
farmer in ten can now make. It is 
the do-nothing policy i n winter ruin­ 
ing thousands of farmers. They sim­ 
ply consume all th a t they produce in 
summer. To get ahead under such a 
plan of operation is simply impossi­ 
ble. 
Every farmer should by feeding 
stock or in some other way calculate 
to earn something in the winter. 
If 
more farmers did this farming would 
he more profitable than it is—Ameri­ 
can Cultivator.

The school laws of Minnesota re­ 
quire every child between the ages of 
eight and 16 years, unless excused by 
the proper authorities, to attend school 
each year for a period of at least 1 2 
weeks. 
These provisions constitute 
the compulsory attendance law of this 
state. Their enforcement rests with 
school boards of towns, cities and 
country districts. 
Failure to comply 
with the requirements of the law sub­

astrous railroad 
(Thursday) morning, with the result 
that several persons are badly injured, 
one, an engineer, seriously; three en­ 
gines off the track, two of them badly 
demolished, and the third badly dis­ 
abled. 
Owing to the blizzard which 
prevailed on Wednesday, business on 
the Northern Pacific was suspended. 
The west bound passenger, No. 1, 
which was due here at one o’clock on 
Thursday morning, arrived at 4:30 a. 
m., having received orders to meet a 
snow plow, whioh ta d started out from 
Fargo, at this place. Tho saow plow 
crew had also received orders to run 
to Lake Park and meet No. 1. 
The 
snow clearing outfit consisted of an 
old-time snow-bucker, two engines 
and a caboose. As the road was bad­ 
ly drifted both engines were working 
at their greatest capacity, and tho en­ 
gineers did not know where they were 
until the conductor gave the signal to 
stop, as they were crossing the west 
switches. The passenger crew saw 
the approaching danger and at once 
began backing, but had only gone a 
few rods when the collision occurred. 
The fireman on the passenger engine 
told the engineer to jump, and at once 
did so himself, and escaped with slight 
injury. Rut tho engineer remained 
at his post and was badly cut and 
scalded. The engineer and fireman 
on the snow plow were both caught 
in the wreck and quite severely in­ 
jured It seems almost miraculous 
that so few were injured, and that 
there was no loss of life* 
C&1)S 
of both engines were telescoped and 
driven against the faces of the boilers. 
The mail car also was badly wrecked, 
and the mail'clerk narrowly escaped 
death. The three engine8 were badly 
broken; the tender of Carr’s engine 
was throw upon the cab; tho^ tender 
trucks were driven under the baggage 
car, and not a fragment of the snow 
plow could be found. Engineer Rapp 
knew nothing of the danger until he 
felt the crash. His orders gave him 
a clear track and it was impossible to 
see ahead or to either side. 
He was 
badly shaken up and injured internal­ 
ly. He is being cared for at his home 
in this place. Hi« fireman, J oe Flood, 
was cut about the head but was able 
to walk when brought here.
